ON BOARD THE CITY OF PARIS, Nov. 


5.—Dr. Talmage la the Mascot of this 
trip of the City of Paris, in the library of 
which I write this letter. Deem me not 
irreverent in speaking thus of the great 
Brooklyn preacher, for his amiable and 
affabln carriage throughout tho voyage, 
of wliich tho end is not far distant, has 
been NO marked that I feel free to pen a 
"light and worldly pleasantry about him. 
I ain trying to say that we are beating 
the record, but you will know all this 
Jong before my letter reaches dear 
America, 


i Our speed has been delightfully fast, 
and tho weather has been enjoyable ever 
Bince wo left New York. Indeed, so 
markrd has been its gentle quality that 
ladies have sat on deck without feeling 
the slightest discomfort at any time thus 
far. 1 call to mind an old saying which 
cautions against hallooing until one is 
out of (he woods. 


Thcid aro several important people 


among my fellow passengers besides the 
Kcv. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D. An ex- 
emplary story of brave purpose and en- 
ergy is suggested in the career of J. \V. 
Mackey, of the Commercial Cable com- 
pany, who is one of them. Sir Julian 
Ooldsinid, M. P., who is a gentleman of 
fine attainments and noble public spirit, 
ails near me as I pen these words, and I 
honor him as a representative of the 
great Hebrew people. Surely, he is the 
moat modest and unobtrusive of men, 
keeping himself almost always, on this 
trip, within the circle of his own family, 
which numbers seven persons.

Mackey looks a fine example of American 
manhood as he strides up and down the 
deck, sober and stern looking. I ob- 
serve that no one ventures to address 
him but such as may claim the privilege 
by virtue of acquaintanceship.

Her 
husband is contenting himself with a 
stateroom two flights below the prome- 
nade, and how carelessly he is dressed, 
lie wears every day the same brown suit 
in which he came on board, and which 
is not a good advertisement for his tailor 
as to its ilt. His trousers are altogether 
too long, which inartistic peculiarity leads 
him to double them up at the bottom. Ho 
wean with the suit which I am making 
historic, a striped shirt, loose tie, slouch 
hat and rery ordinary looking ghoes. 
Judged of by his outward appearance, 
Mr. Mackey could not be suspected of 
possessing wealth BO enormous that he 
can command all the means of gratifica- 
tion provided by the highest civilization 
in this luxurious age.

ia with Dr. Talmage, who is the liou ot 
the trip. Whenever and wherever he 
appear* he attracts attention and ex- 
cites comment. The doughty doctor en- 
joys full command of his physical and 
mental energies. He evidently is as 
good a sailor as he is a preacher, for he 
ia down to meals just as regularly and 
promptly as though he were engaged to 
lead off the company of hardy travelers 
who have the disposition and the ability 
to enjoy three square meals a day, re- 
gardless of the ups and downs inevitable 
to life at sea. No more ready eater ever 
handled knife and fork in ship's dining 
room, and 'tis prophetic of future dis- 
play* of picturesque oratory that the 
ocean breezes give him capacity to 
refresh himself with things that never 
tempt him at home in Brooklyn. Ev- 
erybody talks to the genial divine, and 
he talks to everybody. He is in great 
spirits and active a* a boy. "When 1 
first talked of taking this trip," he said 
to me the other day, "lot* of people told 
me that the sea would be rough, and I 
•hould have a hard time of it at this sea- 
son of tho year. Well, there always 
have been and always will be more Jere- 
miahs than Isaiahi in this world." Then 
off he tramped, with lira. Talmage at 
his side, np and down the promenade 
deck at a gait which convinced me that 
that worthy lady, like her mate, has a 
rigorous constitution.

I gener- 
ally spend the time on shipboard seated 
at the front of the smokestack, looking 
out upon an ocean of ipecac." 


The beautiful "Church of Roses," 


which was sent to Dr. Talmage by one 
of his Bi ooklyn admirers, is in an admir- 
able stato of preservation, notwithstand- 
ing the inability of the stewards to place 
it in the refrigerator because of its en- 
ormous hize. In length it measures 5 
feet; width, 2 feet. The height of tho 
church proper is ^ feet, and the distance 
from the ground to the tip of the steeple 
is Ci feet. It stands at the upper end of 
one of the center dining room tables, 
and its steeple is in close proximity to 
the organ, the sweet tonea of which sup- 
port the voices of worshipers during de- 
votional exercises. Dr. Talmage's inten- 
tion is to present this marvel of beauty 
nnd of floral wealth to some unsectarian 
charitable institution on our arrival at ! 
Liverpool. He was .greatly touched by 
the gift of this magniiiccnt tribute of ! 
gratitude from one whom ho had helped ' 
to find peace for a troubled spirit. 


A reminiscence of Henry Ward Beech- 


er is always pleasing, and tho more eo 
that his place in the cordial esteem of 
tho public rests largely upon his boyish 
love of fun, in which he was well 
matched I >y h is friend, the great preacher 
of the Tal«>rnacle. "Is it true, doctor," 
asked a fellow passenger of Dr. Talmage, 
"that when you were out west last sum- 
mer you were imposed on by what is 
called a lung tester—a pipe that you aro 
told will record tho strength of your 
lungs, but when blown into, covers your 
face with flour?" "No," replied the di- 
vine, "that is not true, although I hate 
to spoil a good story.

LIVERPOOL, Nov. 0.—I continue my ac- 


count of Dr. Talmage's conversations 
while a passenger bound for Liverpool, 
and here before our departure for Lon- 
don. Sunday on board the City of Paris 
had, as its loading incident, service ac- 
cording to the Church of England form. 
Capt. Watkins officiated as reader with 
effective elocution. Dr. Talmage sat in 
tho place he usually occupied when at 
meals. I noticed that he joined in the 
responses and in the singing of the 
hymns, which were very appropriate to 
the occasion. In one of his talks with 
Sir Julian Ooldsmid, which was of a re- 
ligious character, a bystander blurted out 
the question: "Doctor, what do you 
think of Bishop 
(naming a promi- 


nent American minister), who never 
fails to attack Catholicism • whenever 
opportunity comes to him?" Dr. Tal- 
mage 
promptly 
condemned 
this 


course, and 
insisted 
that nothing 


could 
more 
effectually 
contribute 


to bringing about a religious war, which 
of all wars is the most fierce, bloody, 
enduring anil deplorable. 
"I 
know 


many Catholics who are more tolerant 
than these intolerant Protestants," he 
continued. "For myself, I may say that 
I do not take much stock in set forms, 
but there is no denying the fact that 
many of our Catholic friends have the 
true spirit in addition to the form. Very 
often you will find more religion in the 
kitchen tfian you do in the parlor, and 
many people who laugh at the idea of 
counting bendn. were they to practice it 
themselves, would find mighty few beads 
counted for prayers they have actually 
offered. 
If our Catholic friends can find

The last leisurely occasion wliich I en- 


joyed with the doctor before we lauded 
in Liverpool, our conversation was on 
literary subjects, when he spoke with 
pride of the rank achieved by Oliver 
Wendell Holmes as a master in English 
literature. He told me that he onco 
called on the most versatile of literary 
Americans, and spent two hours in his 
company. "This," continued he, "was 
one of the most delightfully entertaining 
of all my social experiences. 1 sincere^ 
ly regret, and always sball, that I did 
riot put on paper the substance of the 
great author's char:ning conversation; 
but, although 1 cannot now recall it dis- 
tinctly, the visit and tlie circumstances 
attending it constitute one of the most 
pleasant reminiscences of my life." 


Riding in Liverpool from the pier to 


(lie hotel, Dr. Talmage gave me informa- 
tion which 1 hold to be of public value. 
For a good while after taking our places 
he was thoughtful and silent, and I 
gathered from his subsequent discourse 
that he was meditating on the subject of 
his next book, "The Life of Christ," and 
the power of the divirto example in shap- 
ing human life. Suddenly leaning over 
he said to me: "Did I ever tell you about 
an tivjiiiblihlied letter of Tho'iiins Car- 


gers who would publish its oouteiits to 
the world and thus violate the secrecy 
she had enjoined. She received it back 
with many thanks for what she termed 
nay delicate consideration, but up to date 
I have never seen it in print or heard it 
mentioned in any way.

It can be fastened open when the cows 
are going out or in. Everything to keep 
the stable airy, clean, sweet and cheer- 
ful.—Michigan Farmer. 


Plants Demand Water. 


Edmund P. Kirby, in an address read 


before the market gardeners of Boston, 
showed the paramount importance of ir- 
rigation by many direct proofs. He first 
alluded to the increasing scarcity of wat- 
er, as shown by the failure of dams and 
water privileges all about tha cleared 
country to do the work they formerly did- 
then to the fact that 400 parts of water 
must pass through plants in general for 
every one part of dry matter fixed, and 
that as much as three pounds of water 
passes through one cabbage plant In one 
day of twenty-four hours, if there is mois- 
ture enough in the soil and growth is free.

What 'ver is liritUh must havo a long 


and di,;nified name, hence it is not 
strange that tho "Allotments and Small 
Holding *' associations" of England mean 
something much better than at first 
sound one might suppose. In fact, the 
association with the long name seems to 
boono of the best plans yet devised to 
give comfortable homes in the country 
to city working people. The plan is ex- 
plained by Sydney Evershed in The Now 
Review 


He purchases a tract of land within a 


few miles of a large city. IIu divides it 
into btreels and squares, and also divides 
c-iicli ai re into plots of a quarter acre. 
On eacli quarter acre he creels a working 
nvin'.s eottageat a cost of about $750. 
Tho cottages are built in pairs, making 
one con t nil wall do for two, for the sake of 
cheapjii'ss in construction. It is the same 
idea as that of the blocks of houses in 
cities, i xcqit that here there are only 
two houses together. 


Each cottager will thus possess a house 


to hiniM'lf and a garden where all the 
vegetables he needs can be grown, and 
where lie can gain health and recreation 
which will renew him day by day for 
his citv toil. The feature absolutely 
unique in the plan is this: The working 
man will pay no ear fare to or from his 
place ot' business in the city. That will 
bu included in his rent. Tho owner of 
the cottages contracts with the railway 
10 transput i ma u.uuiiu» j—i, 
much, and he himself paju the sum 
from Die money paid him by his tenants. 
When the tenant can afford it, ho in al- 
lowed to purchase his home at cost. 


TlH'C'ittagcH are well built, have three 


bedrooms and an ample water supply, 
the 
giounil is fenced and properly 


drained. Mr. Kvorshed believes he can 
give all these, advantages to working 
men, 
including the free pass, for a rent 


of about $1.25 per week, and still clear 
4J to 5 [ier cent, on tho money invested. 
That is twice asi much as many investors 
in New York arereceiung now. They 
are willing to take even 2 per cent., well 
secured. Mr. Evershed's plan is in no 
sense a charity. It is simply a humane 
Ninetei nth century effort to feed and 
shelter those who do the world's work as 
well as pigb and horses arc fed and shel- 
tered. 


Unlcxs something of this kind is done, 


unless homes in the country are provided 
in u h u u for working men to rear their 
families, the race will deteriorate rapid- 
ly. 
Tho deterioration is seen already 


painfully in the palo faces and dwarfed, 
hlunted limbs and bodies of tho second 
and third generations of city born and 
bred working people. Crowding in tene- 
ment houses is a sin against nature, 
which will in time, destroy large num- 
bers of our population. 


A I'an-AmerM un Dollar. 


The silver coinage of Canada and tho 


United btatcs are of the same value, and 
on our northern border Canadian silver 
circulates freely. Our greenback dollar 
also is readily taken in Canada. A uni- 
form dollar is most advantageous for 
trade b 'tween tho two countries. 


It has been suggested that ono of the 


things that should occupy the careful 
attention of tho three Americas' con- 
gress is the fixing on a common silver 
dollar for all tho countries. Tho coin 
should be of uniform size and weight in 
all the republics, but each would stamp 
its own national device on its own dollar. 


The f-outh American countries arc at 


present unfortunately suffering from a 
depreciated paper currency, but, follow- 
ing the example of tho United States, 
they could resume in duo time. Tho 
time in oil not be long if they resumed 
on a silver basis. All tho countries of 
the American continent united in a 
common silver coinage would, undoubt- 
edly, have a powerful influence on the 
siher market of tho world. They would 
havo an important bearing on tho ques- 
tion of the In-metallic standard also. 


The influence of such a pan-American 


dollar on our trade with tho countries 
south of us would become more and 
more favorable. 


Alaska wants to have a delegate in

Alaska pays 
to the United States government every 
year enough money to cover the interest 
of her purchase money. She pays it 
from tho seal fisheries, and it is a larger 
sum than any of the other territories 
pay to tho go\ernmont, or ever did pay. 


Uranium is a very rare metal, worth 


$12,000 a ton. It can be used as a sub- 
stitute lor gold in alloys with platinum 
and copper. This makes it valuable, as 
also dot s its high electrical resistance. A 
vein of the metal in a very pure state 
has recently been discovered in Cornwall, 
England.

Keeping Plant. In Winter. 


Doors opening into the room In which you 


keep flowers should have strips of listing 
tacked about them in such a way as to close 
all <Tacks through which tbe wind can enter 
A strong wind will blow more cold into a 
room in moderate weather than will be likely 
to penetrate te still nights when the ther- 
mometer Is down to zero. Therefore, bo sure 
to fortify against the admission of air through 
these inlets. It b a good plan to take a day 
for doing this work. Begin at one corner of 
the room and go over It thoroughly, finishing 
up each part as you go along. By system- 
atizing the work ia this way you are sure to 
havo It doue well, but if you stop a crack

How Nickel, and Pennies Are Mtule; 


The copper used in the manufacture of pen- 


nies is of the very best quality. The metal is 
snipped in bulk from the mines to the factor- 
ies of Merchant & Co., in Connecticut. There 
it is rolled and stamped out in circles of the 
requisite siw. These circles are perfectly 
plain, with the exception of the raised or 
milled edge. At this stage the pieces intended 
for pennies are as bright as gold pieces, while 
those intended for nickels resemble highly 
polished silver. In this condition they are 
delivered to tho mint. Of course, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that all the pieces should be 
of uniform sizo and weight The transfer 
from the factory to the mint is made, and the 
number of pieces in a package is reckoned by 
its weight. 


To find out how many small coins the 


amount of nickel and copper contracted for 
at present will make, multiply the number 
of pounds of copper by 100 and the number 
of pounds of nickel byseVenty. This calcu- 
lation will show that the metal now about to 
l» made up into coin will make about 35,000 
nickels nnd 100,000 pennies. One hundred 
pennies, therefore, weigh exactly one pound. 
When these pieces reach the mint they are 
subjected to the finishing process, which con- 
sists in stamping them with the denomina- 
tion, lettering and characters seen on the 
coins when they reach the public. To ac- 
complish this, great pressure is needed, as 
the pieces are not heated again after leav- 
ing the factory. The amount of pressure re- 
quired is simply enormous, considering the 
size of the pieces. The copper pennies require 
a pressure of ten tons avoirdupois, while with 
the nickel piece it is necessary to put on a 
pressure of from twelve to fifteen tons.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat
